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Record dad 
now a father 
for 13th time 

Britain’s oldest father of twins has become a dad 
for the 13th time - at 72. 

Richard Roden and 26-year-old wife Lisa, of 
Brownhills, welcomed baby Madison into the world 
as Mr Roden said: “I wouldn’t change my life for the 
world.” 

The retired welder of Peake Crescent said he 
would have liked more children and wanted to try 
for another son. But the couple have decided Mrs 
Roden should be sterilised, as they are already 
counting the cost of having four young children. 

In 2009, Mr Roden made it into the record books 
when his wife gave birth to Ruby and Emily, making 
him the country’s oldest father of twins. 

Mr Roden, who turns 73 on Wednesday, said: 
“Madison is absolutely beautiful. All my girls are, 
and I love them to bits. They are beautiful and they 
make my life what it is. Yes, they can be hard work, 
but I love it.” 

Mr Roden said he shrugs off comments from 
people who point out that by the time Madison is at 
secondary school, he will be in his 80s. “I just take no 
notice of people who criticise us,” he said. 

“My dad died when I was two years old - there’s 
nothing you can do about it. 

“People die at all sorts of ages. I just try to be a 
good dad to them now.” 

Mr Roden has 10 other children from two previous 
marriages. Two sons and four daughters from his 
first marriage no longer speak to their father since 
his relationship with Lisa began. The other children 
live nearby and, says Mr Roden, are very fond of his 
youngest daughters. 

Mr Roden met his wife six years ago while study¬ 
ing at an adult education college. Mrs Roden, who 
already has a nine-year-old daughter Bethany, said: 
“I feel the same now as when we first got together. 
We’re still madly in love with each other. Richard is 
a wonderful father, and I don’t listen to people who 
make comments about his age. 

“I decided to get sterilised because I knew Richard 
would want more children and I think four young 
girls in one house is enough. We already struggle to 
buy a uniform for Bethany and other things around 
the house.” 


Manor is clear 
of winter bug 

Norovirus has been completely eradicated at 
Walsall Manor Hospital, bosses say, as they began 
counting the cost of more than two weeks of disrup¬ 
tion. 

A total of 61 patients have been affected by the 
winter vomiting bug since its outbreak on February 
8. But thousands more friends, family and hospital 
visitors were ordered to stay away as the Moat Road 
hospital battled to contain the virus. 

Deep cleaning was carried out in affected wards 
with staff scrubbing light switches and door handles 
four times a day and constantly changing bedding. 

All 28 wards were initially closed following the 
outbreak with some wards re-opening gradually. 

Hospital chief executive Michael Scott said the 
ward closures had been necessary to contain the 
virus. But an investigation is now taking place to 
discover the financial impact of the bug. 

“The early action we took to close the hospital to 
all visitors to patients enabled us to contain the 
spread of the infection to just a few wards,” said Mr 
Scott. 

Experts have warned norovirus is still spreading 
through the community and anyone infected should 
stay away from the hospital for at least 48 hours. 


Liquid left in bag brings confusion and evacuation 

TOWN LEFT 
IN CHAOS AT 
BOMB HOAX 
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Buildings were evacuated, roads sealed off, 
the bus station closed and trains disrupted 
when a bomb scare unfolded in Walsall. 

The town centre was brought to a standstill for six 
hours after a holdall with a container of fluid was 
left at the back of Job Centre Plus in Hatherton 
Road. 

The bus station was closed and thousands of staff evac¬ 
uated from the Civic Centre after the suspicious package 
was reported just before 1pm yesterday. 

Businesses in Hatherton Road were immediately evac¬ 
uated and parts of Bridge Street, Lower Bridge Street and 
Butler’s Passage were also closed off. At 5pm, on Monday 
Tesco in Littleton Street West was also cleared of shoppers 
for more than two hours. The police helicopter hovered 
above the town as bomb disposal experts were drafted in 
and crowds of people gathered around the police cordon. 

Officers extended the sealed-off area at 5.30pm, which 
had a knock-on effect on rush-hour train services. 

Trains running between Birmingham New Street and 
Rugeley Trent Valley were cancelled from 5.40pm for 
about 30 minutes. 

The service between New Street and Walsall was 
resumed but the service between Walsall and Rugeley TV 
was cancelled and a replacement bus service put in place. 
The line was resumed at 8.17pm. The streets were not 
reopened until 7.15pm when the package was identified as 
a hoax. 

Holdall 

Police spokesman Brigg Ford said: “It was a hoax device 
of sorts. Further examination is required on exactly what 
the holdall contained. The fluid is not believed to be toxic 
or hazardous. 

“The package will be forensically examined.” 

Shoppers and workers left stranded in the street told of 
the chaos and confusion as a Black Country town centre 
was closed off in a bomb scare. 

Trevor Appleton, boss of Heaven Scent at The Crossing 
at St Paul’s, aged 53, said: “Apolice officer came inside and 
told us the building was being evacuated. When I came 
outside I realised the Civic Centre had been evacuated as 
well and the bus station — but no one knew what was going 
on.” 

Victoria Bryant, aged 23, was shopping in town when 
the drama unfolded. She said: “There seemed to be thou¬ 
sands of people standing around. It is a bit worrying and a 
bit close to home for me.” 

Coincidentally, Walsall Council staff had already under¬ 
gone a pre-planned evacuation for a fire drill at 3pm before 
they were then forced to leave the Civic Centre again 
because of the security alert just before 5pm, adding to the 
confusion. 

Valerie Rudd, a care assistant from Bassetts Street, 
Alumwell, said: “I can’t blame them for the precautions I 
think they have done quite well because of the amount of 
staff to be moved. It’s better to be safe than sorry.”

Gran conned 
in internet 
dog scam 

An animal-loving family seeking a companion for 
their beloved rescue dog have lost £200 after getting 
stung in an online con. 

Mandy Stackhouse from Bloxwich shelled out the 
cash thinking she was going to get a chihuahua 
delivered from a breeder in Scotland. However, the 
dog never materialised and the family have been left 
out of pocket and upset. 

Animal experts from the region have warned 
about the con, which is sweeping the internet. 
Grandmother Mandy, of Tintern Crescent, Mossley, 
said: “I was searching on the internet for a new little 
companion for our Jack Russell, Scruffbags. I found 
an advertisement for a litter of five chihuahuas that 
was supposed to be in Coventry. There were photos 
of the litter and lots of relevant information, every¬ 
thing seemed totally above board. 

“I exchanged emails with the seller and then 
spoke to him on the phone. He was happy to send one 
of the dogs to us but it would have to be by courier as 
he had recently moved to Scotland. I joked ‘this 
better not be a scam’ but he seemed completely 
genuine.” 

Ms Stackhouse, aged 41, ordered the dog last 
Thursday and was told it would be delivered to her 
door by Friday evening. She then sent £200 to the 
seller via a money transfer to an address in 
Cameroon. 

“He said that’s where his account was based and 
that was the best address to send the money to,” the 
mother-of-two added. 

“I then got a message saying the couriers could not 
deliver the dog unless I paid up another £322. That’s 
when alarm bells started to go off. 

“After I told them there was no way I could pay 
that, everything stopped. 

“We are heartbroken now. I just want people to 
know that this is going on so they don’t fall into the 
same trap.” Jenny Dhanjal of Walsall-based K9 
Search UK, which reunites missing dogs with their 
owners, said it was a common scam on the internet. 

“We have heard of this scam before but Mandy’s 
story really brings it home. 

“This isn’t like ordering your weekly shop from the 
internet. You need to see them in person to make 
sure they are right for you.” 

Police hunting 
two flashers 

A police hunt was launched for two flashers who 
exposed themselves to a woman on her way to pick 
up her children from school. 

The men were loitering under a bridge in 
Reedswood Way, Beechdale, when they grabbed the 
46-year-old woman. 

Walsall police said they believed the men could 
have struck before. Officers said because the victim 
was grabbed by the men, they are treating the crime 
as sexual assault. The incident happened on a path 
connecting Beechdale and Birchills known locally as 
“the ash track”. 

Sgt Chris Jones, said: “The lady was propositioned 
by one of the men, who tugged her coat as she walked 
past. She was extremely distressed by the incident 
and ran off in tears. She eventually called a taxi to 
take her to the school.” 

Both men are white, in their late teens or early 
20s, slim and about 5ft 5in. One was wearing a grey 
hooded top, the other a black hooded top. 

Sgt Jones added: “There’s a chance they may have 
done this before. The incident happened at 3pm on 
February 16.

Thieves posing as water officials 
raided the home of a 91-year-old 
woman in Bloxwich. 

Conmen also preyed on an 85-year- 
old woman in Darlaston on the same 
day. 

Cash was stolen from the 91-year- 
old after the thieves told her there had 
been an explosion in a nearby street 
that had affected the water supply. 

While one man distracted her at the 
door, another rifled through the rooms 
upstairs and got away with an 
unknown quantity of cash. 

On the same day, an 85-year-old 
woman was also targeted at her Dar¬ 
laston home but she turned away the 
man, also claiming to be from the 
water board. 

Police said following the incidents 
last Tuesday they had stepped up 
patrols. 

Det Ch Insp Ian Bamber said: “This 
is a despicable crime and we want to 
catch those responsible for preying on 
these vulnerable elderly victims. 

“I would like to make it clear that 
the water board does not exist and if 
anyone has any visitors claiming to be 
from this bogus organisation please 
call us straight away and don’t let 
them in.” 

One of the raiders at the 91-year- 
old’s home was wearing a black track- 
suit and white trainers. 

While the man in the second inci¬ 
dent was white, in his 30s, 6ft tall with 
dark hair. 

Cardboard art 
sparks alert 

A child’s cardboard work of art trig¬ 
gered a security alert in Walsall town 
centre causing rush-hour chaos. 

A box covered in tin foil was discov¬ 
ered by two police officers on patrol in 
Stafford Street at 4.45pm on Friday. 

It had been left on the pavement 
outside the derelict Stanley Casino 
building next to two public car parks. 

West Midlands Police spokesman 
Billy Corrigan said: “The officers were 
suspicious of the package so called for 
support and for the road to be cor¬ 
doned off and closed whilst it was 
investigated.” 

Officers closed Stafford Street to 
both motorists and pedestrians and 
diversions were put in place. Nearby 
residents and shops were not evacu¬ 
ated. 

Mr Corrigan added: “Police experts 
were called in to examine the package, 
which they found not to be anything to 
worry about. It appeared to be some 
kind if child’s artwork which had been 
left on the pavement.” The road 
closure caused some congestion, as 
rush hour traffic had to use a diver¬ 
sion. The police were stood down and 
the road reopened at around 6pm.

Death was accident 


The death of a man struck by a van 
on a main road in Walsall was an 
accident, an inquest ruled. 

Nicholas Hooper, aged 46, of Victo¬ 
ria Terrace, Walsall, was hit by an 
LDV van in nearby Lichfield Street 
at about 7.30am on October 10. 

The crash happened at a pedes¬ 
trian crossing near the entrance to 
Walsall Arboretum but coroner Robin 
Balmain found Mr Hooper did not 


use it. The injured pedestrian suf¬ 
fered a brain bleed, Walsall Coroner’s 
Court heard. He died in hospital on 
October 26. Pc David Ball, of the 
West Midlands Police collision inves¬ 
tigation team, told the inquest condi¬ 
tions on the road had been good and 
it was unlikely driver Dale Povey had 
time to react to Mr Hooper stepping 
out. The coroner recorded a verdict of 
accidental death.

Scheme to 
stage first 
lunch clubs 


Anew £220,000 meals service for pensioners in 
Walsall will host its first ever luncheon club this 
week. 

More than 120 people have already signed up 
to the Taste for Life scheme, which delivers hot 
and frozen meals to residents across the borough. 

But almost 60 people have also expressed an 
interest in attending the organisation’s lunch 
clubs and they will be brought together for the 
first time at Great Barr’s Collingwood Centre on 
Friday. 

Taste For Life was brought in just before 
Walsall Council’s contract with meals-on-wheels 
provider Sodexo ended last month and as council 
chiefs try to make £lmillion in savings over three 
years on their meals service. 

The scheme is run by Caldmore Housing Asso¬ 
ciation, Age UK Walsall and Walsall Housing 
Regeneration Agency. Walsall Council has 
pledged funding to keep it running until March 
2012. 

Mike Hew, chief executive of Caldmore 
Housing Association, said: “The response to 
Taste for Life has been fantastic and we have 
received some great compliments from those that 
have signed up to the scheme. 

“Now with the launch of our first lunch club, we 
hope to create a new network of opportunities 
across the borough, with help from local volun¬ 
tary groups such as Church Links and Commu¬ 
nity Transport, to help older and vulnerable 
people to maintain their independence and 
dignity.” 

The first luncheon club at the Collingwood 
Centre will take place from midday, with a 
second event taking place at the same time on 
March 10 at The Stan Ball Centre, in Abbotts 
Street, Bloxwich. 

Walsall Community Transport will take people 
to and from the luncheon clubs on request. The 
scheme will also look at setting up new luncheon 
clubs in areas where there are currently none.

Questionnaires have 
been sent to 30,000 users 
asking them to vote on 
the future of Ring and 
Ride. 

The West Midlands 
Special Needs Transport 
charity operates the 
service alongside Centro, 
which helps provide 
funding through coun¬ 
cils. Options include 
making a cut in the 
number of services, 
which could see the with¬ 
drawal of some in the 
evenings. The alterna¬ 
tive is to introduce 
charges.

four attempts at IVF treatment 
through the clinic. 

Mrs Butler, of South Wales, said: “It 
was the greatest gift I could have 
given her. It’s wonderful to watch her 
being a mum now. 

“It didn’t feel like he was my baby 
but it was just that I was carrying him 
for Nichola. I babysit for him some¬ 
times and he’s just a wonderful little 
lad.” Mr and Mrs Pagett, both 35, 
spent £11,000 on treatment at the 
Court Parade facility. 


Network 
of drugs 
wrecked 

A major network which dealt in 
drugs nationwide using highly 
sophisticated methods has been 
smashed. 

Twenty-three members of the vast 
network, including criminals from 
Dudley, Walsall, Stourbridge and 
Staffordshire, have now been sen¬ 
tenced. A two-year investigation 
uncovered the gang dealt nationwide 
in cocaine, amphetamines, ecstasy, 
heroin and cannabis. 

Police said the gang was headed by 
Terry Gardner, who organised the 
group with “sophisticated planning” 
to avoid detection. But the covert 
police investigation, Operation Varia¬ 
tion, began in April 2009 and culmi¬ 
nated last week when the last three 
gang members were sentenced. 

Detectives have seized more than 
£80,000 and restrained £400,000 of 
assets, pending investigation. 

Officers have also recovered class A 
drugs with an estimated street value 
of £30,000, and class C drugs worth 
about £150,000. 

Among the 23 from around the 
country jailed for their role in the 
drugs gang were Terry Gardner, aged 
27, of Kitts Green, Birmingham, 
jailed for 10 years for conspiracy to 
supply class A drugs. Richard Slater, 
aged 30, of Darlaston, jailed for four 
years for conspiracy to supply class A 
and B drugs and Kieron Logan, 27, of 
Pelsall, Walsall, given four years and 
10 months for conspiracy to supply 
class A and B drugs and possession of 
class A drugs. 

Five in court 
over vehicles 

Five Polish nationals have 
appeared in court in relation to alle¬ 
gations that stolen vans worth more 
than £40,000 were discovered at a 
Darlaston industrial park. 

The four men and one woman faced 
a charge of acquiring the use or 
having possession of criminal prop¬ 
erty at Walsall Magistrates Court last 
week. All of them deny the charge and 
were remanded in custody. 

Patrycja Hydel, aged 24, of Brick- 
house Lane South, Tipton, and 
Tomasz Siminski, 27, of Lilac Grove, 
Bentley, Walsall, will next appear this 
week. 

Andrzej Morawski, 35, Jan 
Morawski, 25, and Wieslaw 
Tomaszewski, 46, all of Florence 
Street, Chuckery, also Walsall, will 
next appear in court on March 18. 

Hospice given 
£60,000 boost 

Acorns Children’s Hospice has been 
given £60,000 by Birmingham’s Bull- 
ring shopping centre. The money has 
been raised during a two-year charity 
partnership between the centre and 
the hospice, which has a base in 
Walsall. 

Over the two years, events at the 
centre have included an interactive 
art workshop with artist Ian Cook, 
gospel singers, Irish dancing, Christ¬ 
mas choirs and bucket collections 
among shoppers. 
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Rise in water bills set to match rate of inflation 


Water bills in the West Midlands will rise 
by around the rate of inflation, say watchdog 
Ofwat. Severn Trent annual water bills will 
rise by just 4.3 per cent, or £13, from April, 
to an average of £311 for water and sewerage 
services. 

Walsall-based supplier South Staffs 
Water, which only supplies water and not 
sewerage services, is being held to a £6 hike, 
or 4.6 per cent, to an average of £130 a 
household. 

Bills nationwide are being held to the 


Retail Price Index inflation rate, set at 4.7 
per cent in April. 

Birmingham-based Oftwat announced in 
2009 it would hold water bills stable until 
2015. Severn Trent wanted an eight per cent 
hike, or £26 a year, while South Staffs was 
after a 15 per cent increase, or £19 a year, 
but both were knocked back by the regula¬ 
tor. 

Regina Finn, Ofwat’s chief executive, said: 
“People can shop around for the best deal on 
many things, but not water. Our job is to do 


this for them. No one wants to see bills 
increasing, particularly in tough economic 
times. 

“When we set limits on prices, we listened 
to customers and challenged companies 
hard. That’s why average bills are set to 
remain broadly in line with inflation up 
until 2015, while companies are investing 
more than ever before, £22 billion. 

“That’s more than £935 for every property 
in England and Wales. She warned: “If com¬ 
panies don’t deliver for customers, we will 


take action. In the last five years, companies 
have had to pay out more than £500m, from 
their own pockets, following underperfor¬ 
mance.” 

Severn Trent Water, which serves more 
than 3.7m homes and business customers in 
England and Wales, said its customers 
would have the lowest average water bills in 
England and Wales this year. 

Customer relations director Martin Kane 
said: “Over the next year we’ll invest around 
£1.3m a day to upgrade our assets.” 


Fury at 
bags of 
rubbish 

Residents and shop¬ 
keepers in Willenhall are 
at their wits end over fly- 
tippers constantly 

dumping rubbish at a 
shopping complex. 

The bags are being 
dumped behind The 
Square in New Inven¬ 
tion. 

Shopkeepers said the 
constant rubbish is infu¬ 
riating and makes the 
area look messy. 

They claim the 
problem is caused by 
people living in nearby 
Walsall Housing Group 
accommodation whose 
bins are behind a broken 
security gate. 

Councillor Ian Shires 
said: “Tidying up the 
mess is not getting at the 
heart of the problem. One 
look will show you that 
the residents in the flats 
don’t have any bins 
because the security gate 
to the area where they are 
kept is broken. ” 

In a joint statement 
from Walsall Council and 
WHG, Rob Steventon, 
said: “Fly-tipping, which 
is a criminal offence, has 
unfortunately become a 
regular occurrence in The 
Square and teams from 
WHG and Walsall 
Council’s Street Pride Eire 
clearing away rubbish 
Edmost weekly.” 

Home is 
opening 

A new care home for 22 
residents is opening in 
place of a former hotel in 
Walsall. 

Guests have started 
moving into Cedar Falls, 
which has opened in 
Bescot Road, Pleck. 
Around 10 staff have 
been taken on at the 
home. 

The building has 
undergone a revamp 
costing hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

There will be supervi¬ 
sion on site 24 hours a 
day, while the home will 
also provide hairdress¬ 
ing, shopping and salon 
facilities. 

Residents will have 
access to a spa bath and 
there are en-suite facili¬ 
ties in each of the rooms.

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Man ‘went 
mad’ prior 
to plunge 

A man who “suddenly went mad” after 
drinking attacked his girlfriend and died 
when he jumped from a Brownhills tower 
block, an inquest heard. 

Stuart Kilbride, aged 35, of Kingsdown 
Road, Chase Terrace, plunged from the 
12th floor of Humphries House, in 
Lindon Drive, early on September 15 last 
year. 

Walsall Coroner’s Court heard last 
week that he had been staying at his 
grandmother’s flat with his girlfriend of 
four months Lisa Nash. She tried to stop 
him jumping. 

Ms Nash, giving evidence at the 
inquest, said they had been drinking 
whisky and wine and “having a laugh”, 
but he suddenly “went mad”. 

Ms Nash, 32, of Albion Road, Brown- 
hills, said: “He started shouting, saying I 
had been to a flat upstairs. He called me 
a slag and started hitting me. His nan 
tried to help me.” 

She said the attack caused her to lose a 
tooth, her hair had been ripped out and 
she was bruised. 

Ms Nash said Mr Kilbride then had a 
look of “panic” and said he was going to 
kill himself. She said: “He went over to 
the window. I was shouting, telling him to 
stop it. He jumped on to the windowsill. 
He lowered himself down. I ran over 
trying to pull him back up.” 

Mr Kilbride’s grandmother Margaret 
Boulton called police at 1.16am, later 
telling them she thought he had jumped 
because he was worried about going back 
to prison.

Coroner Robin Balmain recorded a 
narrative verdict.

Pregnancy 
in teenagers 
showing fall 

The number of teenagers getting pregnant in the 
Midlands has fallen by two per cent in three years, 
new figures claim. 

Between 2007 and 2009, 14,356 under-18s con¬ 
ceived - down from 14,659 between 2004 and 2006, 
according to the Office for National Statistics. 

Nationally teenage pregancies are down six per 
cent, with the number conceiving during 2009 at its 
lowest level since the 1980s. For years the teenage 
pregnancy rate has been the highest in Western 
Europe. 

More than 4,300 teenagers became pregnant in 
the Black Country and Staffordshire between 2007 
and 2009. 

Sandwell and Walsall had the highest number of 
under-18 pregnancies with 1,859 between them. 

South Staffordshire had the lowest figure with 
just 189 girls getting pregnant. 

Across the West Midlands as a whole, 49 per cent 
of the 14,356 pregnancies ended in abortion. 

Between 2007 and 2009, a total of 977 under-18s 
in Sandwell fell pregnant, with 44 per cent of cases 
leading to a termination. 

In Walsall, there were 882 pregnancies, 43 per 
cent of which resulted in abortion, and in Wolver¬ 
hampton 788 pregnancies, with 45 per cent being 
terminated. 


Transfer of pupils 
means cash loss 

A school has made a loss of almost £150,000 due to 
pupils transferring from a doomed secondary nearby 
- with its headteacher criticising Walsall Council for 
its handling of the closure. 

Brownhills School is taking in 94 mid-year admis¬ 
sions from Sneyd School in Bloxwich, 81 of which 
have not been funded - leaving a loss to the school of 
£144,901.83. 

In a letter from Brownhills headteacher Helen 
Keenan to Walsall Council’s Schools Forum which 
was due to meet on March 1, she has asked the 
council for more funding. 

Sneyd will close at the end of the summer term 
this year, but many parents have chosen to move 
their children on to another school earlier so they are 
not uprooted during GCSE courses. 

Mrs Keenan said delays in informing parents of 
the financial support available for transferring stu¬ 
dents led to many to be “in limbo and very worried 
about their child’s future education”. 

Funding for pupils at Sneyd went to the school 
which, due to the mid-year transfers, is no longer 
giving many of them an education. In Mrs Keenan’s 
submission to the forum, she said: “We have put in 
place additional measures to support the transfer¬ 
ring of pupils and feel that the emotional and social 
impact on the pupils of such a tight knit community- 
based school closing was underestimated.” 

Council officers have recommended the Schools 
Forum agree a mechanism to allow funding for the 
children to follow them to their respective schools. 


Boxing club has 
found a new home 

A boxing club that was forced out of its home of 10 
years to make way for the multi-million pound 
Walsall Waterfront development has finally found a 
new base. 

Members of Pleck Amateur Boxing Club are cele¬ 
brating after being told they can move from their 
home in Wolverhampton Road to a unit in Fair¬ 
ground Way. 

The building is being spruced up and the work will 
be completed in April. 

The club had originally been due to move to Blak- 
enall Heath, in a new centre alongside Green Rivers 
Community Association, but the plug was pulled on 
the £2.8 million scheme amid a disagreement 
between organisers and council officials.

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Plans to 
expand 
on hold 

Homeserve has pulled the plug on 
job-boosting plans to expand its 
Walsall headquarters by taking over 
nearby council-owned land. 

The company had been in talks with 
council chiefs over expanding its base 
in Green Lane on to adjoining land for 
new offices. 

But a statement from the company 
revealed that plan - which had prom¬ 
ised 400 jobs — has been put on ice. 

It said it believed there was already 
enough room on the current site to 
allow for any future expansion. 

Diane Jones, spokeswoman for 
Homeserve, said: “At Homeserve we 
continue to explore future expansion 
opportunities but today have capacity 
on-site to continue to grow the busi¬ 
ness.” 

Negotiations opened between 
Homeserve bosses and Walsall 
Council last May, with chief executive 
of Homeserve Richard Harpin claim¬ 
ing if a deal was not reached jobs could 
go to other bases in Preston or 
Weston-Super-Mare instead. 

Council-owned land backing on to 
the company’s headquarters in Cable 
Drive was needed to provide extra 
parking for staff due to be accommo¬ 
dated in new offices. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird 
said the authority would continue to 
support Homeserve, which with 1,600 
workers is one of the town’s biggest 
employers. 

He said: “Homeserve is still going to 
have its regional headquarters in 
Walsall. It is a very important 
employer in the town. At this point in 
time, nobody has officially told us the 
plans are not going ahead but this has 
been going on for a very long time.” 

Dale lease is 
up for grabs 

The lease on one of the most well 
known restaurants in Willenhall has 
been put on the market, leaving staff 
uncertain about their jobs. 

The Dale House, a townhouse in the 
centre dating back to 1750, is being 
marketed with a 10-year lease for 
£45,000. 

Current owners Mike Seabridge, 
aged 64, and Adrian Hill, 45, both of 
Bilston, took over the carvery in 
November 1999 but have decided not 
to renew the lease as Mr Seabridge 
wants to retire. 

When the restaurant in Bilston 
Street changes hands, the new owners 
will have to decide whether to keep 
the 12 existing staff. 

The detached three-storey property 
has a bar and restaurant on the 
ground floor, with an additional 
restaurant and private dining area on 
the first floor. It houses office and 
storage space on the second floor and 
has a car park with 20 spaces.

However, lottery funding has now 
been secured and council bosses said 
the centre would be built immedi¬ 


ately. It will offer traditional youth 
club services such as sports, music 
and art, as well support and advice 
services for youngsters from across 
the borough. The project was shelved 
following a review by the Depart¬ 
ment for Education of the Big Lottery 
Fund’s Myplace initiative. But Under 
Secretary of State for Children and 
Families Tim Loughton has now 
announced it will go ahead.

Manor Hospital, said: “We are urging 
all women referred to our breast 
clinic on this pathway to ensure they 
keep their two-week appointment.” 

Doctors say women should not 
panic about being given a two-week 
referral. But they insist it is impor¬ 
tant to get any problems checked out 
by a specialist as soon as possible.

Food festivals, boxing matches and record fairs could be held 
at town halls in Walsall and Darlaston under plans to hold 
more diverse events at the venues. 

Council bosses said the borough was “hiding its light under a 
bushel” when it came to promoting the landmark buildings. They said 
they wanted to see more people and a wider variety of events at the 
halls andnot just the usual weddings and conferences. 

Walsall Town Hall in Leicester Street is an Edwardian building that can 
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Last year, there were 152 
events there, consisting of 45 
dances, 30 concerts, 14 parties, 
24 meetings, 13 exhibitions 
and 26 awards ceremony. 

Victorian Darlaston Town 
Hall, in Victoria Road, can hold 
300 people and also has two 
smaller meeting rooms that 
can hold 45 people each. Last 
year it hosted 148 events, 
including 26 dances, 12 con¬ 
certs, 35 parties, 59 meetings, 
eight exhibitions and eight 
awards ceremonies. 

The move to branch out into 
a wider variety of events comes 
after Walsall Town Hall 
secured the return of champi¬ 
onship boxing for the first time 
in years. 

Recently boxing events have 
been held in neighbouring 
Wolverhampton and Dudley 
and the sport will return to 
Walsall on Saturday.

Organisers are hoping for a 
sell-out crowd, allowing boxing 
to once again become a regular 
feature at the town hall. 

Walsall Council leader 
Councillor Mike Bird said 
today: “We do need to promote 
the town halls more. 

“We need to get more people 
into our town centres for a wide 
variety of events and I think 
sometimes we are guilty of 
hiding our light under a 
bushel. 

“These are great buildings 
that lend themselves well to 
lots of different occasions. 
People don’t realise they are 
there to be used - not just for 
weddings and conferences.

Mum given 
massive 
drugs dose 

A mother of four from Walsall died after a 
nurse gave her 10 times the amount of drugs 
she was prescribed. 

Arsula Samson, 80, of Chester Road, 
Streetly, had a fatal heart attack at Sutton 
Coldfield’s Good Hope Hospital after she 
received an overdose of potassium chloride 
for her pneumonia. 

During an inquest into her death, Birm¬ 
ingham coroner Aidan Cotter gave a verdict 
of accidental death to which neglect con¬ 
tributed. 

The widow of the former chief superinten¬ 
dent of the Royal Hong Kong Police, Douglas 
Samson, was being treated for pneumonia in 
the critical care unit before she died on 
March 14, last year. 

She was prescribed potassium chloride for 
low potassium levels. 

But staff nurse Lisa Sparrow wrongly gave 
her 50ml of the drug over half an hour, 
instead of five hours, the inquest heard. 

The nurse admitted tapping in 100ml per 
hour on the drug infusion pump, instead of 
10ml. 

It happened after she signed out the med¬ 
ication from the controlled drug stock cup¬ 
board with staff nurse Susan Smith, but was 
left alone to give the drug. 

The coroner said nurse Sparrow’s failure 
resulted in the overdose and was the direct 
cause of death. 

Investigators ruled the death was due to 
“individual, human error”. A hospital spokes¬ 
woman said: “We remain very sorry this 
medication error occurred.”

Manor is 

facing 

penalty 

Walsall Manor Hospital is facing a 
fine for the number of women missing 
appointments at its breast clinic. 

The Moat Road site could be hit 
with a financial penalty if it does not 
hit its target of 93 per cent of women 
being seen by a specialist within two 
weeks of referral. 

So far this financial year, the hospi¬ 
tal is falling just below its target at 
92.2 per cent, prompting doctors to 
urge women to stick to their appoint¬ 
ments. 

Figures show from April 2010 to 
January this year, there have been 
1,564 referrals into the breast clinic of 
which 1,006 were suspected cancer 
referrals. 

Of the 558 referrals for non-cancer 
symptoms, 51 people or nine per cent 
did not attend within the 14 days. 

If the hospital did miss its target by 
the end of this financial year, any fine 
would be dependent on how far it fell 
below its goal and how much had been 
done to try to combat this. 

Amir Khan, medical director at 
Walsall Manor Hospital, said: “We’re 
not trying to frighten women into 
thinking any breast problem they 
may have might be suspected cancer. 

“However, it’s important that they 
get the problem checked out as soon 
as possible. Early diagnosis of a 
disease may mean more effective 
treatment and better outcomes for the 
patient in the long term.

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Mother sentenced to jail 


A mother-of-three has been 
given a 45-day suspended sen¬ 
tence for failing to pay council 
tax. Alicja Duslak, aged 30, owes 
Walsall Council £4,181.75 in 
unpaid bills since 2007. 

She appeared at the town’s 
magistrates’ court last week for 
non-payment. 

Senior revenue officer Paul 
Thrupp, on behalf of Walsall 
Council, told the court Duslak, of 


Dalkeith Street, Birchills, had 
not responded to warning letters. 

She appeared only in relation 
to £1,245.78 owed for April 2009 
to March 2011. The council is 
investigating the remainder. 

Through an interpreter, 
Duslak, who is from Poland and 
unemployed, told the court she 
received children’s tax credits 
and housing benefit to help cover 
her rent. “I didn’t pay the council 


tax because I didn’t have the 
money. I would struggle to buy 
food for the children,” she said. 

She claimed she did not under¬ 
stand the letters and had not 
seen the Polish translations 
enclosed. Bench chairman 
Tammy Pette advised Duslak to 
seek debt advice and sentenced 
her to 45 days prison, suspended 
as long as she paid £10 a month 
to reduce the arrears.

The branch has closed in Park 
Street and plans to open a concession 
at fashion outlet Outfit in Crown 
Wharf Retail Park.

According to chairman Bob Sumner the 
council said the table could not be used for insur¬ 
ance reasons and because it would get in the 
way of others. 

The retired train driver said the table was one 
of the main attractions for members and since 
the move, numbers at the group had halved 
from 60 to 30. 

Mr Sumner, aged 72, said: “In our old base we 
had two snooker tables, a fully-equipped 
kitchen, TV room with comfortable armchairs 
and card and domino tables. 

“But it had to be knocked down because it was 
leaking and the council said there was asbestos 
in the building. We are in the pavilion now but 
they say we can’t have a table back for insurance 
purposes and they are keeping it in storage at 
the council’s property services depot. 

“Losing the table has knocked the stuffing out 
of the club - there were only six of us at the last 
meeting. We can only play bowls outside for 
around 26 weeks a year so we need the indoor 
snooker table for the rest of the time.” 

Mr Sumner said the group had offered to pay 
the insurance costs. 

Andy Rust, from Walsall Council’s social care 
and inclusion, said officers were willing to meet 
the group to discuss its concerns. 

He said: “An officer from the council will 
contact the Leamore Park Senior Citizens 
Group to start to discuss their ongoing issues by 
the end of the week.” The group was forced to 
leave the Sons of Rest in January 2009. 
Members were told a new base would be built in 
the park but the plans never materialised. 


Shouting 


“They come out in the 
street at night and hang 
about in the bus shelters. If 
anyone dares say anything to 
them about the shouting, 
they get a mouthful of abuse 
in response.

Blakenall ward represen¬ 
tative Councillor Pete Smith 
said a petition circulating on 
the estate had so far 
attracted 240 signatures 
against the plan.

The organisation which stepped in to save an 
outdoor activities centre used by thousands of 
Walsall children is Widehorizons Outdoor Education 
Trust. 

It will take over the management of the Bryn- 
tysilio Outdoor Education Centre, in Llangollen, 
Wales. 

The trust says the centre’s bookings are secured 
“for this summer at least” while a plan is drawn up 
for its future. The centre was threatened with 
closure after Walsall Council’s decision to withdraw 
its funding. 

The trust will run the centre on behalf of owners 
the Walsall Camp Trust. 

Mike Penny, chief executive of Widehorizons, said: 
“As a trainee teacher at St Francis of Assisi School 
in Aldridge, I took pupils to Bryntysilio for a field trip 
in 1978.” 

He said he saw then how valuable outdoor educa¬ 
tion was for urban children. 

“I am optimistic that working in partnership with 
the Walsall Camp Trust and the Walsall community, 
Widehorizons will be able to secure a long term 
future for Bryntysilio,” he added. 

Hundreds of thousands of pupils have been to the 
centre over the past 40 years. 

Widehorizons and the Camp Trust will continue to 
work together on a long-term plan for the centre. 

Jim Crabtree, chairman of the Camp Trust, said: 
“We are confident that the combined efforts of Camp 
Trust and Widehorizons should help to ensure the 
future of Bryntysilio.” 

Walsall Council said it costs more than £500,000 a 
year to maintain Bryntysilio. The authority is trying 
to save £65 million over the next three years.

Firefighter Simon Kidd of Bloxwich fire station 
said: “It is being investigated by the fire research 
team and the police who are returning there this 
morning to carry out checks at the premises. 

“There was no-one in the ground floor flat where 
the fire was.”

Obesity sparks move 
to roomier cremators 


walsallchronicle@ 
expressandstar.co.uk 
New cremators at a Walsall 
cemetery are to be made 
bigger to cope with the soaring 
number of overweight people. 

Changes are being made at 
Streetly Crematorium to allow 
cremators to take coffins of up to 
41 inches wide rather than 31 
inches. 

Walsall Council has had to use cre¬ 
matoria as far away as Nottingham 
which can cope with larger coffins, but 
now the latest statistics indicate that 
more than 70 per cent of adults in 
Walsall are either overweight or 
obese. 

Three new cremators are being 
installed as part of a wider programme 
of work at Streetly Crematorium. 

Culture 

Leisure chief Councillor Anthony 
Harris, said: “As part of the refurbish¬ 
ment of Streetly Crematorium, one of 
the three new cremators being 
installed will be slightly bigger to 
enable us to take larger width coffins 
safely. 

“Currently, the cremators can take 
coffins of up to 31 inches wide safely. 
This new cremator will allow us to 
extend the coffin size up to 41 inches, 
should it be necessary.” 

Burial fees have been increased in 
Walsall in a bid to net the authority an 
extra £90,000 this year. 

Council chiefs said the money would 
be used to fund “significant invest¬ 
ment” at the crematorium, including 
the replacement of old cremators. 
Funeral directors had complained it 
was not easy to explain to grieving rel¬ 
atives why their loved ones were being 
sent so far away. 

Figures show the West Midlands is 
now considered the fat capital of 
Europe. 

In Walsall, 74 per cent of the resi¬ 
dents are tipping the scales at an 
unhealthy weight while 26 per cent 
are diagnosed as clinically obese.

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Couple get five-year animal ban

A couple have been banned from keeping 
animals for five years after they failed to seek 
treatment for their flea-infested pets. 

Brian and Rita Beddow, of Sussex Avenue, 
Aldridge, admitted causing unnecessary suf¬ 
fering to their Jack Russell terrier. 

They also admitted failing to ensure the 
welfare of their 10-year-old cat. 

Walsall Magistrates’ Court heard the 
eight-year-old dog, called Murphy, was left 
suffering for at least three weeks, resulting 
in the animal pulling out its own fur. 

Black cat Tom was found in a slightly 
better condition when an RSPCA inspector 
visited the couple’s home last September fol¬ 
lowing a tip off. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, prosecuting on behalf 


of the RSPCA, said the couple claimed they 
could not afford to treat the animals but 
showed the inspector some flea drops they 
had bought. 

The pets were taken to see a vet, who said 
the dog had suffered a skin infection, a loss of 
fur and fleas were visible. They were treated 
with antibiotics and made a full recovery. The 
court heard both Brian, aged 66, and Rita, 65, 
made full admissions about their neglect. 

Mr Glyn Whitehouse, defending, said: 
“They were not deliberate acts of harming 
animals.” The pair were fined £500, with 
£400 costs and a £30 victim surcharge. 

An order was made to prevent them from 
getting their pets back and they were banned 
from keeping animals for five years.

Referendum on EU depends upon 
whether UK will continue to exist 


Dear Sir, 

Poverty and isolation await 
many visually impaired people if 
the Welfare Reform Bill is passed 
in its current form, according to 
research supported by Action for 
Blind People. 

We want to draw the govern¬ 
ment’s attention to this injustice 
- and invite the readers to help. 

The Disability Living 
Allowance (DLA) is a financial 
lifeline for many blind and par¬ 
tially sighted people, contribut¬ 
ing to the extra cost of living with 
sight loss. Replacing it with a 
Personal Independence Payment 
could mean up to 12,000 visually 
impaired people losing this vital

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Major clean-up begins 
on contaminated land

Reclamation work on one of 
the most contaminated 
patches of land in Europe - a 
former copper works in Dar- 
laston — was getting under 
way this week. 

The site of the former IMI 
James Bridge copper works is 
being cleaned up in an £18 
million scheme that will pave the 
way for a new business park. 

The first step in the clean-up is 
drilling to test the condition of the 
land, and rigs will be seen in and 
around the area on Darlaston Road. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, Walsall 
Council’s regeneration chief, said: 
“The IMI site, or Phoenix 10 as it is 
now known, is heavily contaminated. 

“We have been working with 
partner Parkhill for the long-term 
aim of restoring this land and allow¬ 
ing enterprise to bloom here. 

“We want to keep residents fully 
informed about what is taking place. 
They may see drilling rigs but this is 
part of proposals to remove this blot 
on the landscape.” 

Welcome 

Private developer Parkhill is 
behind the clean-up and is waiting to 
see if it has secured £5.88 million of 
Government cash to get the ball 
rolling. 

Parkhill Estates managing direc¬ 
tor Niall Crabb said: “The Parkhill 
Group welcomes the opportunity to 
partner with the council to remediate 
and redevelop this strategically 
important site in Walsall.” 

The drilling will take up to five 
weeks to complete and there are 
more than 250 recorded disused 
mine shafts on the land. 

Once cleaned up the business park 
is set bring in around 4,000 new jobs. 

Parkhill, Walsall Council and the 
Black Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership are working together on 
the scheme.

Generous donations from local busi¬ 
nesses, neighbours and students means 
work to repair more than£l,000 of vandal¬ 
ism at a community centre in Blakenall is 
now well under way. 

Bosses at Green Rivers Community 
Association say it will be like “stepping in 
to a new centre” once the work is complete. 

Staff and visitors to the centre were left 
devastated when yobs attacked the build¬ 
ing last November causing more than 
£1,000 of damage. 

But the community has rallied round to 
help get the centre back on its feet. 


Fishing equipment was stolen during 
last year’s attack, while vandals smashed 
through doors and walls and left gaping 
holes. 

Now, workmen are at the centre in 
Green Rock Lane, while Walsall College 
and a local firm have also given it a further 
boost. 

Centre spokeswoman Caroline Crolley 
said: “Someone started fixing the damage, 
replastering over the holes and fixing the 
radiators that were pulled off the wall. 

“Walsall College have also said to us 
they will help us to repaint the building 


when it is ready to be done, while T & S, in 
Bloxwich, has donated the paint. 

“We are really chuffed because now it 
means the building will be really done up 
and will start to look nice.” 

Offers of help and donations have been 
flooding in to the community association 
following the attack. People handed over 
dehumidifiers to get rid of damp and vol¬ 
unteers, including children, gave up their 
time to help. 

Vandals struck twice within days at the 
centre, leaving children and volunteers 
devastated. 


Special

A specialist police 
team focusing on bur¬ 
glary and vehicle crime 
in Walsall has made 
more than 20 arrests 
since last January.

Beauty spot problems continue 


A Walsall beauty spot may be out of 
bounds for longer than expected as high- 
powered chemicals are used to get rid of a 
weed infestation. 

Wallington Heath Pool, Stafford Road, 
Bloxwich, which is a popular picnic area 
and wildlife haven, has not been used for 
about six months after it became infested 
with New Zealand pygmyweed, also 
known as Australian swamp stonecrop. 

Attempts to kill the weed should have 
already seen successful, but Walsall 


Council said people may have to wait 
another two to three months until the pool 
is completely cleared of the infestation. 

The weeds led to complaints from resi¬ 
dents and visitors to the site, but country¬ 
side experts, who had been employed by 
Walsall Council, could not clear it after 
months of trying. 

The Environment Agency gave consent 
to use the chemical Glyphosate to kill the 
stems and leaves growing on the water’s 
surface. 


The action was expected to work within 
six months while the pool was also covered 
with black plastic to suffocate any plants 
which may have been growing beneath the 
water. 

But last month, inspectors found some 
of the weeds may have survived the treat¬ 
ment. 

Walsall Council’s environment chief 
Councillor Anthony Harris said he was 
determined to get the situation under 
control.

Feedback wanted on centre plans 


Allotments, an urban farm and a cafe 
are just some of the ideas being planned 
for a Walsall centre which caters for adults 
with learning disabilities. 

Feedback is now wanted on the planned 
scheme. 

A training kitchen is being built at the 
Goscote Centre, Goscote Lane, Walsall, 
where people can gain qualifications in 
catering. 

It’s hoped a conservatory could be added 
at a later date, which could become a 


bistro or cafe for the whole community. 
They are both part of the ongoing 
£600,000 redevelopment of the centre and 
are due to be completed in spring.

been made. 

The Moxley Rangers Football Club

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Delivery firm stripped 
of licence over errors

A delivery firm in Walsall has 
lost its operating licence for 
having an unroadworthy 
vehicle and failing to keep 
proper driver and safety 
records. 

Zaheer Adal, trading as Zeds 
Fruit and Veg, has had his licence 
revoked for a catalogue of errors. 
An inspection of the company’s 
delivery van revealed its brake pipe 
was badly corroded and weakened. 

The company, which was listed to an 
address in Broadway North, was sum¬ 
moned to a public inquiry by West Mid¬ 
lands Traffic Commissioner Nick Jones. 

He ruled the operating licence should 
be revoked from this Monday. 

During the inspection of the delivery 
van, excessive fluid was found to be con¬ 
tinuously leaking from the power steer¬ 
ing, meaning the system was due to fail 
imminently. 

Inspection 

Vehicle examiner Austin Jones 
carried out the inspection, which also 
found that the rules on drivers’ hours 
and tachographs were not being prop¬ 
erly met and details about vehicle 
defects were not being properly 
recorded in writing. 

The evidence brought before the 
traffic commissioner also revealed that 
Mr Adal was not keeping his vehicle, 
when not in use, at the place he said he 
would be when he first made his appli¬ 
cation for a licence. 

His licence was due to be revoked at 
one minute before midnight on Monday. 
He has 28 days to appeal. 

If Mr Adal does appeal and gets a new 
licence, it will be enforced with a 
number of strict conditions. 

The conditions include that all safety 
inspections must be pre-planned and 
never more than eight weeks apart, and 
that there must be a daily driver report¬ 
ing system for defects, and all reports 
will be retained for at least two years. 

Vehicles would also need rolling road 
brake tests every three months.

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Security stepped up after thefts 


Security patrols have been stepped up 
“indefinitely” in two streets where 21 
homes were stripped of lead while resi¬ 
dents slept. 

Repair work has been carried out at 
homes in Valley View and Catshill Road, 
Brownhills. 

Workers from Walsall Housing Group 
are replacing lead flashing taken from 
around chimneys with a plastic substi¬ 
tute to make sure metal thieves do not 
strike again. Thousands of pounds of 


metal was stolen when thieves went on 
an overnight spree recently. 

Nigel Harris, WHG asset management 
delivery manager, said: “The theft of lead 
flashing from bungalow roofs in Valley 
View and Catshill Road created a gap 
around the chimneys which could have 
let rain in. 

“Our bricklayers have temporarily 
filled these gaps using a weak cement 
mix to protect residents and their 
belongings from the elements. 


“We ordered scaffolding which was 
being erected and work to permanently 
replace the lead with a plastic substitute 
will begin. 

“The work will start in Valley View and 
continue into Catshill Road.” 

He added: “In addition, colleagues 
from WHG’s estate management and 
older persons’s service teams have 
visited customers in all 21 bungalows 
affected to personally explain what is 
being done.”

A heroic Walsall husband who is 
marking his platinum wedding 
anniversary has recalled how he 
dug his pregnant wife from the 
rubble of their bombed-out home 
during World War Two. 

Now, 70 years later, they are cele¬ 
brating a lifetime of marriage 
together. 

Elizabeth-May Lawton was seven 
months’ pregnant with their first child, 
John, when a bomb hit in 1941. Husband 
John carried her to an air raid shelter in 
their garden in Lowe Avenue, Darlaston. 

The couple, who now live in Willenhall, 
went on to have three more children and 
they now have six grandchildren and 10 
great- grandchildren. 

John Lawton, aged 89, a retired factory 
worker, said: “There were 11 houses 
destroyed that night, and seven people 
killed. I had to dig my wife out and take her 
to the Anderson shelter. When we finally 
managed to get out of the house, the roof 
caved in. There were lots of ambulances 
there.” 

Children 

He added: “That was in June 1941, and 
our son John was born on August 23.” 

The couple met at a nuts and bolts 
factory in Darlaston where Elizabeth- 
May - known as May — was taking break¬ 
fast to her father. 

John invited her to see a film, and they 
went to see Gone With The Wind, although 
May had to pay for the date because John 
was “skint”, she says. 

John said: “She had to pay because I had 
no cash - it’s the same now! She still loves 
me. It was love at first sight.” 

The couple married at St Lawrence’s 
Church, in Darlaston on February 22, 
1941. John joined the Home Guard, then 
was called up to the Royal Air Force in 
1945. During their 70-year marriage the 
couple have witnessed the end of World 
War Two, two monarchs and 13 prime min¬ 
isters. 

Their children John, aged 69, Gillian 
Moore, 67, Margaret Champion, 64 and 
Annis Spinks, 55, say they “could not be 
more proud.”

City car small, but no lightweight 


F or all the doom and gloom 
of 2010, one car brand 
shone extra bright: 
Hyundai. 

Although it’s happy to acknowl¬ 
edge that the Government’s 
scrappage scheme played its part, 
it does help if you have the right 
product in the first place. 

Post-scrappage the company is still 
doing great business, and nowhere is 
this more obvious than with the little 
110 . 

It feels like an age away since buyers 
were prepared to wait months for the 
diminutive hatchback, but they all 
knew what they were doing. 

And, just to prove that you can’t 
afford to stand still in this business, 
Hyundai has given the already suc¬ 
cessful ilO hatchback a mild refresh in 
a bid to keep it ahead of the pack. 

Nose 

Cosmetically the ilO benefits from 
Hyundai’s new family nose. This design 
theme is already present on the larger 
ix35, and is set to be the norm on future 
models. On the mechanical front the 
car’s 1.2-litre petrol motor is now 
cleaner, more efficient and more pow¬ 
erful. Also, replacing the 1.1 -litre unit is 
a new three-cylinder, 68bhp 1.0-litre 
engine. This forms the basis of 
Hyundai’s eco-centric il 0 Blue variant. 

This high-tech three-cylinder engine 
achieves an impressive 67.3mpg on 
the combined cycle and boasts a con¬

gestion charge and VED-friendly 
99g/km C02 rating. 

Even if you don’t live in or plan on 
making regular trips to London to 
offset the Blue variant’s slightly higher 
price, the 85bhp 1.2 unit delivers 
61.4mpg and an equally impressive 
108g/km C02 rating. Engine stop- 
start technology is also thrown in. 

The il 0 is something of a refreshing 


surprise in what is an incredibly com¬ 
petitive market. What makes it special 
is Hyundai’s decision to treat its mini 
model as something bigger. You only 
have to look around the car’s cabin to 
realise that you can leave your hair 
shirt at home. 

You want air conditioning? No 
problem. Electric front windows? 
Absolutely. Somewhere to plug in your 


MP3 player? You bet. Seriously, this is 
what the il 0 is really like - anything but 
a budget runabout - and it’s one of the 
reasons why buyers flocked to the out¬ 
going model in their droves. 

It might appear no larger than most 
other cars on the market but appear¬ 
ances are deceptive. Five doors are 
the norm here, yet the il 0 is easily able 
to accommodate four adults. Substi¬ 


tute two of the grown-ups for children 
and you could even be looking at your 
first family car. 

The il 0 is also more capable on the 
road than you might think. With its 
direct and accurate steering, supple 
ride and refined cabin, it would appear 
that compromise has been ripped out 
of Hyundai’s corporate dictionary. 

With its eager hum and refined char¬ 


acter, the 1.2-litre il0 is more than 
capable of keeping up with the rush 
hour traffic and never feels out of place 
on the motorway. And the unit’s eager 
nature makes light work of the point- 
and-squirt urban environment. 

There’s no question that the engine’s 
added oomph and the slick five-sped 
manual gearbox helps. A four-speed 
auto is also available for the 1.2 variant. 

Cousin 

The il 0 Blue isn’t far behind, either. It 
gets by with less power but the three- 
pot motor’s willingness easily out¬ 
weighs any on paper deficiencies. 

The il 0 Blue is more of a city car than 
its more powerful four-cylinder cousin, 
but never feels out of puff away from 
the city limits. The il 0 is a good car - it 
drives well, feels solid and is excep¬ 
tionally practical. That it comes 
equipped more like an entry-level 
family hatch is a bonus. Add the five- 
year warranty and it’s clear that this il 0 
is no lightweight. IAIN<DOOLEY

Not best of days as Pics end up in the Brigg 


BRIGG TOWN 4 RUSHALL OLYMPIC 3 

Rushall Olympic went from the 
sublime to the ridiculous as they lost to 
Evo-Stik First Division South play-off 
rivals Brigg Town at The Hawthorns. 

The Pics enjoyed the perfect start 
after only six minutes when Chris 
Morris got free of his marker and pulled 
the ball back across the face of goal to 
Chris Sterling. 

As his strike partner rounded the 
home keeper and was about to square 
the ball back to Morris, defender Scott 
Hellewell unfairly barged straight 
across his path and promptly hacked 
him to the ground to concede a penalty. 

Morris promptly stepped up and 
drilled home past Robert Zand for his 
13th league goal of the campaign. 

On 19 minutes Morris was put clean 
through on goal but knocked the ball too 
far ahead of him. Olympic deservedly 


doubled their advantage on 25 minutes 
when a break down the right by Morris 
ended with a telling centre that picked 
out Sterling who controlled and turned 
his marker before rifling a fine finish 
into the roof of the net.

Admirably 

On the stroke of half-time the hosts 
had a free-kick by Ryan Paczkowski 
that Rushall keeper Chris Gemmell got 
down well to deal with admirably. 

After the break it was a different 
story as in-form Rushall appeared to 
capitulate all rather too easily thanks 
in the main to some poor defending. 


Within five minutes of the restart 
Brigg had pulled a goal back when their 
opponents conceded a needless free- 
kick.

He certainly won’t be having sleepless nights 
worrying about his chances of breaking into 
the side. 

It would have taken Lionel Messi, Diego 
Maradona and Gabriel Batistuta turning out in red 
to push the interest-ometer past indifferent - just 
one of those days. 

Gino Padula, Junior, Pedro Matias, Jorge Leitao - 
Walsall have certainly hit the jackpot more often 
that not when it comes to recruiting Latin talent. 

How they will hope history repeats itself with 
Ledesma - because, on this showing, they are in 
need of inspiration from somewhere. 

Without Jon Macken through injury and Matt 
Gill, recalled from his loan spell by Norwich, the 
Saddlers lacked any sort of cutting edge. In particu¬ 
lar, the shoddy display showed just how key Macken 
is to Walsall’s survival hopes. 

He might not be banging in the goals but his craft, 
guile, hold-up play and, above all, ability to find a red 
shirt were sorely missed. 

Confidence 


With relegation rivals dropping points, Walsall 
could have climbed out of the drop zone for the first 
time since October - what a confidence boost that 
would have been. As it was, countless times they got 
into decent positions on the flanks only to delay or 
fluff the final ball. And when they did find the strik¬ 
ers, Jason Price and Will Grigg had off-days. 

Price, in particular, saw his first touch let him 
down time and again as his loan spell continues to 
deteriorate after a bright beginning. 

The fans are getting on his back too — hardly 
helpful at a time when everyone should be pulling 
together - so the return of Darren Byfield from 
injury could have come at exactly the right time. 

Boss Dean Smith rightly claimed afterwards it 
could be the point that keeps Walsall up. But, on the 
flip side, the two dropped points could be the ones 
that send them down. 

Smith must feel like he’s steering a leaky boat — 
plug one hole only to have another appear straight 
away. A second consecutive home clean sheet was 
evidence the hard work he has put in to solving 
Walsall’s defensive woes is continuing to bear fruit. 

Permanent 


Since taking the job on a permanent basis, Smith 
has seen his side concede just nine times in 10 
games - positively stingy compared to the 38 in 21 
the Saddlers shipped under previous boss Chris 
Hutchings. 

Against below-par Dale, they even tightened up at 
set-pieces, their frequent Achilles heel. 

But just as one problem is on the verge of disap¬ 
pearing, another rears its ugly head at the other end 
of the field - firepower, or lack thereof. It’s one goal 
in four games now - not the sort of numbers to drag 
a team out of trouble. 

The Saddlers had by far the better of a forgettable 
first half but still failed to press Dale keeper Owain 
Fon Williams into anything other than routine. 

Roles were reversed in an equally insipid second 
period — this time edged by the visitors. 

Having not created a chance of note before the 
break, Dale - perhaps buoyed by the knowledge 
their shocking first-half display had not been pun¬ 
ished — took charge. 

Albion loanee Craig Dawson headed over from a 
corner and Matty Done flashed a near-post header 
wide from Gary Jones’ accurate cross. 

Jones then found himself free in the box but his 
measured side-foot was well tipped away by Jimmy 
Walker, who was later well positioned to collect a 
Jason Kennedy header.

Walsall boss Dean Smith says he has sympathy for 
drop rivals Plymouth - but insisted ‘rules are rules’. 

The Saddlers cashed in on the Pilgrims being 
deducted 10 points for issuing a notice of intention 
and calling in the administrators. 

Argyle plunged to the foot of League One and 
moved Walsall up to fourth from bottom, a point off 
safety, ahead of last Saturday’s visit of Rochdale. 

It left Plymouth odds-on to be relegated but Smith 
said they knew what was at stake. 

He said: “It’s tough on fans but, at the end of the 
day, the rules are there and everyone knows them 
before they go into it. I know they haven’t entered 
administration yet but they have issued a notice of 
intention and have been duly deducted the points, 
which is within the rules of the game. 

“You feel for the players and supporters but it’s a 
business and they all know the rules and regulations 
for it and how it’s meant to be run. 

“We’ve climbed up a place in League One, it’s not 
how we’d like to, but rules are rules.” 

Swindon, Bristol Rovers, Dagenham and the Sad¬ 
dlers all moved up to give them renewed hope of 
beating the drop. 

But Smith insisted it doesn’t change Walsall’s sit¬ 
uation as they are still in the relegation zone and 
must keep their heads in the coming weeks. 

“It’s the same really, all it’s done is moved everyone 
up a place,” he said. ‘With their defeat at Brighton 
on Tuesday, which was probably expected in many 
quarters, Plymouth are in deep trouble and have got 
a mountain to climb to get out of that. 

“What it does is leave us with one less body to 
climb over so that’s all we can do. We’ll concentrate 
on ourselves and it’s up to us to make sure we get out 
of trouble this season. It’s about what we do.” 

Byfield happy to 
be back in action 

Darren Byfield has spoken of his relief after 
ending five months of injury hell. 

The striker has been sidelined since September 
with a knee problem and admitted he thought he 
might have to quit. But after successful sugar injec¬ 
tions he returned to full training this week to aid the 
Saddlers in their survival fight. 

“To be back in full training is a great feeling, relief 
almost,” said the 34-year-old. “It was only a month 
or so ago that I was wondering what the future held. 
Now, after the sugar injections, I’m out there with 
the lads, beating players and scoring goals. 

“The injections have worked wonders and the 
world is a better place for me now.” 

Byfield has made just six appearances this term 
for Walsall, scoring once, as the Saddlers battle 
against relegation from League One.
